New York, Jan. I.—A fter three de- j 
partm ent* of the governm ent had in 
dividually and collectively told him 
that lf there was any w a y on earth ; 
of keeping him from landing it would 
be employed, General Cipriano C a s tro ,1 
w h i l o m president and dictator of Ven- J 
ezuela, who got as far as quarantine 
on 
the 
French 
line steam ship 1 a j 
Touraine, became convinced that this 
governm ent did not want him here. 
As a consequence, just after a spe­ 
cial board of inquiry had begun to ask 
him questions he announced that he 
will return to H am burg on the first 
liner he can catch and there need be 
no more trouble about it. 
His 
announcem ent 
was 
received 
with favor on Ellis island 
and 
in 
Washington, and so until Saturday, 
when tho A m erika Is to sail for the 
G erm an port, General ('astro will have 
the best the im m igration bureau on the 
island can supply. 
Com missioner 
William 
William* 
m ade the announcem ent for the gen­ 
eral in the following brief way: 
"A fter a preliminary hearing at Ellis 
Island, General Cipriano Castro in 
formed Com missioner Williams that 
he desired to return to Europe forth­ 
with." 
Although 
Mr. Williams would not 
amplify his statem ent, It was gener­ 
ally known that the resolution had not 
been extracted from 
the man 
who 
once prided himself on being the Diaz 
of th e Andes, until the state d ep art­ 
ment at W ashington had made certain 
little representations that, no m atter 
what the case might be. General Cas­ 
tro was not going to land on our oth­ 
erw ise hospitable shores. 
The treasury departm ent, operating 
through 
the 
United 
States 
public 
health service, had made very close 
exam ination as to the m an's physical 
condition and had failed to discover 
anything which would w arrant It In 
saying that he was suffering from a 
I disease which is a bar to entrance for 
an alien. 
T hen the departm ent of com m erce j 
and labor had tried it and failed, for

OFF TO FEDERAL JAIL 


Special 
Train 
Carrying 
Dynamiters 
Leaves Inc! anapolis For Lea enworth. 
Indianapolis, Iud., Jan. I.—A special 
train, carrying the thirty-three labor 
union officials convicted In the dyna­ 
mite conspiracy cases to Leavenworth, 
Kau., left here over the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
M eanwhile Judge Anderson, of the 
United S tates district court, took un­ 
der advisem ent a petition for a writ 
of error, filed by the attorneys for the 
thirty-three men, and set Thursday 
morning for a further hearing, when a 
prayer for a writ of supersedeas also 
will ho filed. 
The prisoners left the county jail 
to take 
the train for Leavenworth. 
Just before they emerged they joined 
in loud cheering. 
Strung 
along the 
sidewalk were the wives and friends 
of the convicted men. Tile husbands 
lifted their hats to their wives and 
told them to he of good cheer and to 
wait patiently the expiration of their 
term s. The women were heart-broken 
aud cried uninterruptedly. 


ADRIFT FIVE DAYS 


IN BOAT AT SEA 


They Are Held In $5000 Bail on Bench 


W arrants Charging Them W ith Man­ 


slaughter. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Jan. I.—Criminal 
proceedings 
against 
officials of the 
New York, New Haven & H artford 
Railroad com pany for loss of life in 
the wreck of the Springfield express 
at W estport Conn., last October, were 
begun by the Fairfield county authori­ 
ties, when Vice P resident H enry J. 
Horn, of Boston; 
General M anager 
B enjam in R. Pollock, 
and 
Superin­ 
tendent Charles N. W oodward, both 
of New Haven, were arrested on bench 
w arrants 
charging them with m an 
slaughter. 
They are held responsible for the 
w reck and loss of life because through 
alleged "gross 
aud 
culpable 
negli­ 
gence” they failed to keep th e road­ 
bed, equipm ent and service in auth 
condition as to insure th e safety of 
passengers. The specific allegation is 
that they "did kill and Blay” one "Jane 
Doe." She was burned to death In the 
wreckage. 
The three railroad officials cam e to 
Bridgeport from Boston, having been 
notified there of the nature of the pro­ 
ceedings against them, and each fur­ 
nished a bond for $5000. They were 
not (ailed upon to plead. 
No date 
has been set for the hearing. 
After 
the legal form alities the accused men 
left the city. 
They declined to dis­ 
cuss the case. 
Henry J. 
Horn is operating vice 
president of the railroad system. 
Ho 
cam e to Boston eighteen m onths ago 
from a w estern road to be assistant 
to President Mellen, irater he becam e 
vice president aud assum ed charge of 
the operation of the road. 
Mr. Pollock was promoted from gen­ 
eral superintendent to general man 
ager of the road on Dec. 4. 
At the 
same tim e Mr. Woodward, who had 
been superintendent of the New York 
division, was made general superin­ 
tendent.

New York, Jan. I.—Thirty persons, 
many of them women, were injured in 
the first serious rioting of the garm ent 
w orkers’ strike, in which the num ber 
of persons on strike is estim ated at 
nearly 100,000. 
About (iou persons were engaged in 
the rioting, which occurred in Wil 
liftmsburg, at the plant of Smith, Gray 
& Co. 
A mob ol men and women su r­ 
rounded 
the building.

hurling stones and other missiles at 
it when a detachm ent of police ar 
rived and tried to disperse the throng. 
The strikers' sym pathizers

upon the police, ai tacking them with 
unexpected fury. 
T he policemen had 
to fight for their lives and many of 
them nearly had their uniform s torn 
off. 
After half an hour’s fighting the 
strik e rs’ sym pathizers

clear the streets. 
That more people would Join the 
strikers all concerned agreed. So the 
C ham ber of Com merce called a m eet­ 
ing of representatives of both sides 
and of the public in its offices in the 
hope of bringing about a settlem ent 
before the strike spreads all over the 
country.

“UNCLE SAM” 
IS PROSPEROUS 


Receipts For Half Fiscal Year 
Greater; Deficit Less. 


Washington, Jan. I. — Uncle Sara 
closed his accounts for the year IDI2 
with plenty of money In his pockets 
and a balance sheet of receipts and 
expenditures that bespoke the pros 
parity of the nation. 
For the first half of the current 
fist a1 year, ending Dec. 31, disburse 
merits exceeded receipts by between 
$2,000,000 and $3,OOO,OOO, according to 
estimates of treasury officials. The de­ 
ficit a year ago on the other hand was 
more than $21,897,000. 
Receipts from all sources from July 
to 
December 
were 
approximately 
$353,OOO,bbl), or more than $22,OOO,OOO 
greater than during the corresponding 
period of IOU. 
The general fund of the government 
contained 
upwards 
of 
$ 140,OOO,OOO, 
while a year ago it held only $126,926,- 
000. The working balance of the treas­ 
ury, whic h is the actual cash in Uncle 
Sam’s pocketbook, amounted to about 
$89,000,000. 
The* treasury holds about $1,253,* 
665,000 In gold.
